cial statement from the United States 
army headquarters in France, cover- 
ing last week’s activities on the Amer. 
ican front, follows: 

“A baptism of fire came to sev- 
eral detachments of the American Rx 
peditionary forces during last week. 
On Friday the Boche artillery opened 
a destructive fire on the trenches and 
dugouts of an American regiment on 
the sector north of Toul. 

“The demolition work was followed 
by a rolling barrage, under cover of 
which the Boches attempted a raid, 
attacking in six groups. The Amer 
ican troops received the attack with 
rifle and artillery fire, and drove back 
the enemy, forcing him to leave on the 
field fifteen dead, including two o- 
cers and four prisoners. 


Try Another Sector. 
“About the same time the Boches 
tried out another American post not 
far from Soissons with much the same 
preparation, and from there they again 
were forced to withdraw with losses 
and without capturing any of tha, 
American combat troops, in search of 
whom the enemy had started the raid. 
“There was a short intermission, 
free from raiding, and then on Mon- 
day morning of this week the Boches 
tried still another sector in Lorraine, .

Pershing against the American method 
of issuing casualty lists, the depart- 
ment intends to meet objections in 
congress and from the public with the 
answer that the old system betrays 
valuable military information to the 
enemy, and the fact that nearest rela- 
tives of soldiers are officially notified 
hours before they could get the infor- 
mation from the newspapers. 

The committee on public informa- 
tion maintains its stand that the mere 
names of soldiers, without home ad- 
dress to identify them to neighbors and 
friends, or prevent confusion with

I believe a man is 
born not by good works or ;:hilanthropy 
or charity, but by faith and repent- 
ance, faith in Jesus Christ, and if he 
isn’t, he will go to hell whether he lives 
in a mansion or in a stale beer joint. 

Now we speak of him as the Creator; 
we are the objects of his creative 
genius and of his power. We speak of 
him under the simile of a judge who 
will reward the righteous and punish 
the wicked, and although we are made 
in the image of God, although nobody 
has seen God at any time, there must 
be a niedium of communication, there 
must be.a-darkened glass that will soft- 
en the ‘rays of the heavenly bedazzle- 
ments. As Moses had to veil h f 
when he came from the mount so the 
people could look upon ‘him, so there 
must be, my friends, something that 
will bind celestials to,terrestials in this 
world. As the moon reflects the glory 
of the sun, so we flecting, my 
friends, the power of God. 


Subtlety of Spirit’s Working. 

‘J do not find God coming in physical 
contact—no, that's the work of \ 
Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit is ‘the 
Father’s voice seeking to win and woo 
you from the paths of sin to-those of 
righteousness and of truth.

TRAIN THE CITIZEN IN ARMS. 

It is not easy to define the objections to universal 
military training. It is easy to remove them when 
they have been defined, but difficult to force a 
statement of them. The opponents are against 
militarism. Militarism is a terrible thing. Univer- 
sai service is militarism. Consequently universal 
service is a terrible thing. 

Militarism is Moloch. It makes the human mind 
red. It inflames the base appetites. It sharpens 
savagery. It hunts the defenseless down with the 
Sword. It despoils virgins and ruins homes. It 
Sweeps over the land as a pestilence and denies 
the right of human beings to live in peace and 
happiness. 

All this is meaningless gibberish, unworthy as 
an expression of a sane mind. It represents merely 
@ rhetorical quarrel with facts. It bays at them. 
It means nothing. : 

Militarism is a system which so connects army 
and diplomacy that a nation’s policies are for- 
mulated with a view to the use of the military 
instrument. When a nation begins to think and 
act wholly or in large part in terms of the sword, 
when it plans and does things for military reasons, 
and when its statesmen find authority for what 
they devise and attempt in the counsels of military 


authorities, a military nation is in existence and it; 


is @ dangerous nation to its neighbors. — 

It is not proposed that the United States shall 
become such a nation. We are not considering a 
wedding of army and dip congress is asked

will make better men of the citizens in whose 
lives it operates and which will make their country 


. Safe, which will protect it from the extreme conse- 


quences of accidents, incidents, and logical causes 
in life. | 
Against this scheme, all the blatant oratory 
Against militarism being eliminated, there remain 
as defined objections merely the assertions that 
the system is costly, that it is imposed upon the 
time of citizens, and that it results in a provoca- 
tive attitude being assumed towards other nations. 
Out of this provocation, it is maintained, otherwise 
avoidable wars may come. |

Citizen. If the nation is of so little consequence 


‘that it could not rightfully ask for this time, it is 


of no consequence at all. 
The assertion that military training would be 
provocative is a part of the militarist fallacy. It 
assumes that a citizen with training but engaged 
in civil pursuits is more anxious than a citizen 
without training to interrupt his pleasant normal 
routine and take on the hardships of war. This 
Would not be maintained, and yet the only differ- 
ence made by universal service is to train the 
citizen for service he may have to undertake. 
Universal service would not give us a military 
caste dominant in politics and diplomacy. Our 
traditions and our geographical position make it 
impossible for our reasonable military methods to 
be construed as a menace to any other nation. 
The case against universal training will not 
stand up. A system of training would not estab- 
lish, militarism; it would not cause wars, but would 
prevent them; it would not be costly, benefits would 
be returned for every penny spent; it would require 
time which a citizen ought to give, and would give 
him compensating benefits in return; and it would 
provoke no nation to war, but would secure 
United States against and in war.

Our censors have been 
more solicitous of the one straying sheep than the 
ninety and pine that are safe in the fold. 


PARTIES IN WAR TIME. 
Chairman Hays of the Republican national com- 
mittee, speaking before Swedish-American Repub- 
licans Saturday night, called attention to the fact 
that Democratic organization politics is active at 
this time, tho covered up. Mr. Hays said quite 
justly that it is the duty of Republicans to put 
their own house in order and to organize support 
for Republican political principles. This, he de- 
clared, will proceed in the open and will be directed 
first and above all to winning the war, to winning 
a peace of victory. Nothing that will embarrass 
the nation or the government in the efficient pur- 
suit of that supreme purpose will be proposed, 
planned, or tolerated by or within the Republican 
party. But the United States government is a gov- 
efnment of parties, and it is as much the duty 
now as at any other time to conserve Republican 
principles and ideals and to try to make them 
control in the policies of the nation. 

The attempt of partisan Democrats like Stone of 


Missouri to prevent well founded and helpful crit- 


icism by Republicans will not frighten any respon- 
sible public man or newspaper. The cry of parti- 
sanship is a convenient political device, but it will 
not smother patriotic speech or action. It will not 
be supported by discerning and patriotic citizens, 
even-those of Democratic faith. 
At the same time nothing in the conditions of 
wartime calls for the abolition of legitimate party 
organization or for the paralysis of party service 
to the nation. 

The practical partisanship of the administration 
is notorious.

PEANUTS, PEANUT OIL, AND 


PEANUT BUTTER. 
EANUTS contain 25 per cent pro- 
tein. Therefore they are a richer 
source of protein than the best sir- 
loin or porterhouse steak. Fur- 

thermore, the protein which peanuts con- 
tain is much like meat protein. The 
body uses it easily to build into milk 
and muscle. A mother producing milk 
for her baby is producing as much pro- 
tein as a day laborer produces in re- 
pairing the waste of a day's toil. 
Peanuts contain about 40 per cent fat. 
They therefore compare favorably with 
butter and bacon as sources of fat. They 
contain 20 per cent starch sugar. 
This makes‘a total of 66 per cent energy 
producing quality and 25 per cent of 
reparative quality. | 

This leaves but little more than 10 
per cent—for the above figures in each 
instance overstate the facts a fraction of 
a per cent—for water, minerals, and 
waste. Compare this with nearly 90 per 
cent water, minerals, and waste in milk.

Just in their richness lies the tounda- 
tion of some objection to peanuts. Who. 
would think of eating pure butter on a 
fork, or of eating gravy with a spoon, or 
of drinking olive oil straight and making 


a meal from any of these fats alone’ 


Or, for that matter, who would care to 
make a meal from lean meat alone? And 


vet that is just what we are disposed to 


do with peanuts. We buy a bag of them 
and eat our fill. We like the taste of 


The trouble is not with the nuts, it 
is with our method of eating them. 
Peanuts should be eaten as a regular 
part of the meal. The amount of nour- 
ishment taken in as peanuts should be 
charged against the daily allowance of 
food. Furthermore, they should be di- 
luted with other and less concentrated 
foods. 2 

A thin spread of peanut butter on 
bread is easily digested and furnishes a 
large quantity of high grade nourish- 
ment. A thick spread is liable to over- 
tax the digestion of any one who is 
subject to trouble in digesting a thick 
spread of butter. | |

Peanut oil can properly be mixed with 
other vegetable oils to produce the vege- 
table oleomargarines, so-called, which 
are coming into such general use in this 
country and are in far more general use 
abroad. Peanut oll is a proper ingredi- 
ent of salad oils, and salad oils are rich 
in fuel food, and when mixed with green 
vegetables and eaten with bread a good 
low protein meal is produced. 

Meats are high priced and liable to 
become more so. The dairymen are 
threatening to quit business and bring 
about a permanent milk scarcity. One 
result of these events will be an in- 
creased use of nuts. Instead of eating 
them as extras we will look to them as 
sources of protein and fats, and as such 
embody them in our bills of fare. 

We may need to make the shift rapidly. 
Most nuts grow on trees which require 
years to mature, We can plant peanuts 
this spring and have a supply of food 
by autumn. te

M. C. A. to Provide “Huts” 
for War Workers Like Those 
at the Front and in Camps. 


YORK, March 10.—A nation- 
wide plan to preserve the morale 
of the workers in war industries 
by providing them the same so- 

cial opportunities afforded American 
soldiers here and in France was an- 
nounced tonight at the international 
headquarters of the Young Men's 
Christian association. 

According to this plan, T. M. C. A. 
huts will be established within six 
months near most of the munitions 
plants and shipyards of the east, and 
it is expected that before the end of 
the year huts will spring up over the 
entire country. Moreover, the Y. M. 
C. A. will offer to put trained secre- 
taries in every large industrial plant. 

The plan, it was stated, was com- 
pleted at conferences held here under 
the auspices of the committee on work 
in war industries of the war work 
council. The department of labor was 
represented at the meetings, which 
were attended also by labor leaders, 
employers, and social workers. 

The need was recognized of offset- 
ting abnormal conditions produced in 
industry by the war. It was asserted 
that night work had increased, that 
“frequently insanitary workrooms 
have been inflicted upon the workers 
pying to the urgent demand for floor 
space,” and that there was a lack of 
suitable lodgings. It was explained 
that although wages had been raised, 
“the right kind of creature comforts 
and recreation have not been provided 
as a safety valve.”
